Sails What Is Left. 

“Maine burns more firewood to 
keep warm winters than any other 
eastern state,” says a Maine rnnn 
Oho has been in the business. “The 
Stood is of better quality, and makes 
better ashes than can be collected in 
Massachusetts or New Hampshire — 
and there's a sharp demand for Maine 
ashes in the middle and southern 
states for agricultural purposes. 
Great quantities are used in Massa- 
chusetts also. 

“There are a number of dealers in 
Boston who make a business of col- 
lecting ashes through Maine for ship- 
ment. Carloads and carloads of 
them go out of the state by rail year- 
ly, and shiploads arc sent to Florida 
and Georgia, where they want the 
beat hardwood articles. They send 
north phosphate rock and we send 
them ashes, and the trade is a benefit 
to both sections. 

“There are some parts of Maine 
denominated ‘prime’ by the dealers, 
because they are in hardwood, maple 
and birch regions, and do not burn 
much soft wood; in some of these lo- 
calities there Is a sharp competition 
In the business. Leached ashes from 
the potash and soap factories used 
. to be shipped mostly, but they’ve 
gone out and dry ashes are wanted. 
So much is this the case that one 
potash man I knew, a dishonest fel- 
low, dried his leached ashes and 
shipped them as unleached. The 
potashes and local soap factories of 
Maine are run under by the demand 
tor dry ashes, and are going out of 
business. 

“Probably the day is not far dis- 
tant when dealers in Portland, Ban- 
gor and other Maine towns will look 
after this trade and do the shipping 
direct from Maine ports to the south- 
ern states. There is large profit in 
it, If lam not mistaken.” — Lewiston 
Journal. 

THE DIFFERENCE. 

Main Distinction Drawn Between 
Clock* and Watches. 

A watch differs from a clock in its 
having a vibrating wheel Instead of 
a vibrating pendulum, and as in a 
1 clock gravity is always pulling the 
pendulum down to the bottom of its 
arc, which is the natural place of 
! rest, but does not fix it there, be- 
cause the momentum acquired dur- 

• lng its fall from one side carries it 
up to an equal height on the other, 
so in a watch a spring, generally 
spiral, surrounding the axis of the 
balance wheel, is always pulling this 
toward a middle position of rest, 
but does not fix it there, because the 
momentum acquired during ap- 
proach to the middle position from 
either side carries it just as far past 
on the other side, and the spring has 
to begin its work again. The bal- 
ance wheel, at each vibration, allows 
one tooth of the adjoining wheel to 
pass, as the pendulum does in a 
clock, and the record of the beats is 

• preserved by the wheel which fol- 
lows. A mainspring is used to keep 
up the motion of the watch, instead 
of the weight used in a clock; and 
as a spring acts equally well, what- 
ever be its position, a watch keeps 
time, although carried in the pocket 
or in a moving ship. In winding up 
a watch, one turn of the axle in 
which the key is fixed is rendered 
equivalent by the train of wheels to 
about four hundred turns or beats of 
the balance wheel, and thus the ex- 
ertion, during a few seconds of the 
hand which winds up, gives motion 
for twenty-four or thirty hours. — 
Brooklyn Eagle.

| feature of this system is to interest 
the people, themselves in the work of 
furnishing information respecting 
the land they have for sale, the char- 
acter of the soil, the minerals, the 
timber, the prices at which it can be 
bought and the character of immigra- 
tion they desire. This work will be 
done by County Committee, organiz- 
ed by and reporting through the 
cbairraan of each congressional dis- 
trict, who will be one of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Bureau. If 
the enterprising men of each county 
and neighborhood, especially young 
men, the county officers, and individ- 
uals or corporations owning land, 
will give a little attention to the sub- 
ject they can forward our work, and 
at the same time benefit themselves. 
We have nogilded scheme to propose; 
we are not aiming to work up a 
boom, but by simple and systematic 
methods to enlist the energies of the 
best men in the State, the intelligent 
citizens of each county, who take 
pride in its progress and develop- 
ment in building up its waste places, 
increasing its earning capacity, ad- 
ding to its wealth and hereby lighten- 
ing taxation. 

The power of such men in working 
good to the Commonwealth can not 
be overestimated Their interest 
and co-operation will be a guarantee 
settlers and investors that they favor 
the highest degree of development, 
that our law for the protection of 
life and property will be fully and 
impartially executed, than education 
will be fostered and that a hospitable 
and helping hand will be extended to 
all worthy newcomers. If we can be 
animated by this spirit, then indeed 
we can hope to see Kentucky take the 
position among the States of the 
Union for which the bounty of nature 
in soil, climate and natural resources 
has fitted her. The praise of her pro- 
ducts of distillation, fast horse* and 
feminine beauty has been worn 
theradbare. She needs to vindicate 
her name against the charge of laxity 
of law, often exaggerated by the ma - 
lice of those interested in diverting 
capital and population elsewhere. 
This must be done by enforceing it 
rigidly. She needs ro dispel the idea 
which has gained currency that she 
does not wish any addition to her 
population, native or foreign. This 
can be effected by entering zealously 
into the work proposed by this Bu- 
reau. 

Let those who have surplus lands 
study how they can best dispose of 
them. Put the prices low enough 
and the terms liberal enough to at- 
tract good buyers, and thus enhance 
the value of the remainder. If there 
are thriftless owners who let lands go 
to waste and bring discredit upon the 
neighborhood, let the enterprising 
neighbors unite to secure its sale to a 
more thrifty purchaser. We propose 
to use our best effort to make the Bu- 
reau of Information and Immigration 
a success on the lines indicated. It 
is worth atrial, and to that end we 
ask the aid of every citizen of the 
State, and the particular citizen we 
are addressing now your neighbor, 
but you who are reading this.

ARTICLE IV 



■Officers. 

Sec. i. The officers of the Bureau 
shall consist of n President who shall 
be General Manager, a Secretary and 
Treasurer, the latter a Louisville bank 
or trust company, to be selected by 
the Advisory Committee named here- 
inafter, whice committee shall, every 
month, pass upon the accounts and 
vouchers of the General Manager. 
The General Manager shall have full 
charge of the details of the Bureau 
under such regulations as the Execu- 
tive Committee may prescribe. The 
duties of the other officers shall be 
such ns usually pertafn to those In 
similar positions. 

ARTICLE V. 

State and County Organizations. 

Section i. There shall be an Ex- 
ecutive Committee, of which the Pres- 
ident shall be Chairman ex officio, 
consisting of five from the State at 
large and oae from «**ch Congression- 
district. Those now constituting 
this committee shall hold their office 
for one year or until their sucessors 
are chosen; and when said committee 
is called together five members shall 
constitute a quorum. An Advisory 
Committee three members shall be 
elected annually by the Executive 
j Committee, which when the latter is 
i not in session, shall have the full 
powers of the Executive Coinmittthe. 

Section 2. Each member of the 
Executive Committee shall be in 
| charged theCongressional district rep- 
resented by him, and he shall organ- 
ize the several counties in his district 
as follows: In each county he shall 

appoint a Chairman for said county, 
who shall select, as County Commit- 
tee, one or more from each magister- 
ial district, the duty of which com- 
mittee shall be to collect the amount 
assessed by the Executive Committee 
for the respective counties and remit 
the same to the District Chairman; 
compile information respecting the 
resources of the county; make out 
lists of land for sale, therein giving 
the character, condition and the 
lowest prices at which it will be sold, 
and forward the same, with such 
other information as may he desired, 
to the District Chairman, who shall 
transmit same to the Bureau’ for file 
or record. Care should be taken to 
avoid reporting for sale land of defec- 
tive or doubtful title. The object of 
this form of organization is first, to 
interest as many good citizens in 
each county as possible in this im- 
portant work, and, second, to limit the 
correspondence ol the Bureau as near- 
ly as possible to the Chairman of 
the Congressional District, from 
whom such matter will come proper- 
ly sifted and certified. Inf the same 
way the business of the Bureau with 
the counties will be transacted, and 
all inquiries and instructions sent 
through said District Chairman. This 
however, is intendtd for better organ- 
ization aud administration af details, 
and is not designed to limit the freest 
communication from citizens of every 
portion of the State with the Bureau. 

In this connection it is advised and 
strongly urged lhat in all cities, 
towns and counties in which there is 
not a Commercial Club a similar body 
one should be formed, and that such 
as have fallen into disuse be received 
aud enter into co operation with this 
Bureau. 

ARTICLE VI.— Meetinfs. 

Section i. The annual meeting of 
the member of the Bureau shall be on 
the last Tuesday in October. The 
Executive Committee shall meet 
quarterly, dating Irom the 24th day 
of October, 1894, unless the President, 
with consent of three-frurths of the 
members thereof, shall give notice 
that any stated meeting be passed. 
But the President may call a special 
meeting at auch time and place as he 
may deem proper, and shall call the 
committee together at any time upon 
the written request of five of its 
members.
